Industry in the Russian Zone). ‘The latter functions

he Source states that Fritz Selbmam had told a conference in Dresden on 
15 March 1948 that the publicly—owned entervrises were to be “rouped 
in combines (Kombinate) which would cover the production process 
from raw material to finished product. The new organization in 
associations does not conform to this proposal; it is not known 
whether Selbmann has had to abandon his intention. 
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
